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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The following is an examiner's statement o| reasons for allowance: applicants 
claim an iron based hydrogenation catalyst, whichjconsists of: 

(0 iron or a oompotmd biscd on iron or mixtures thereof. | 

(b) from aooi to 0.3% by weight based on (t) of a » 
promoier based oa 2, 3, 4 or 5 elements selected from 

the group consisting of ttnmhittm, siKcoo, zirconium, 

(c) from 0 to 03% by weight based on (a) of a compound 
based oa an alkali asdfo a&olinc earth metal, and also 

(d) from 0.001 to 1* by weight based cm (a) of manga- 
nese. 

The novel features of this composition reside in the precise ratio of iron and the 
promoters, which are selected from aluminum, silicon, zirconium, titanium, vanadium 
and manganese. Such a composition is neither taught nor anticipated by the prior art 
of record U.S. Patent number 5,935,897, which discloses a similar catalyst composition 
absent the stipulated ratio.
